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CHAPTER  I 


ARRIVAL  IN  VIRGINIA 


In  the  year  1618  —  two  years  before  the  Pilgrims 
landed  at  Plymouth  Rock  —  the  ship  "Furtherance”  from 
England  sailed  up  the  James  River.  Among  the  passengers 
was  Robert  Newman,  age  19,  the  son  of  a  London  grocer 
named  John  Newman.  On  April  18,  1957,  William 
Richardson  Newman  was  born  in  Nansemond  County, 
Virginia,  the  great,  great,  great,  great,  great,  great,  great, 
great,  great  grandson  of  that  Robert  Newman.  Between 
these  two  were  340  years,  twelve  generations,  and  The 
Newman  Story  in  America. 

With  the  landing  of  Captain  John  Smith  at  James¬ 
town  in  1607,  a  wave  of  speculative  interest  swept  through 
England.  Among  those  attracted  to  this  new  investment 
was  John  Newman,  a  London  grocer,  who  became  in¬ 
terested  in  the  London  Virginia  Company  formed  in  1609. 
Although  he  never  came  over  himself,  he  encouraged  his 
four  sons  to  sail  to  the  new  world  to  fashion  their  future. 
This  advice  was  heeded  and  they  came  to  America  as 
follows: 
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Robert  Newman — 1618  in  the  ’‘Furtherance” — age  19. 

William  Newman — 1622  in  the  “Furtherance” — age 
35  (William  and  Mary  Quarterly,  Vol.  7,  pg.  218). 

Thomas  Newman — 1635  in  the  “Plaine  Joan” — age  15. 

John  Newman — 1635  in  the  “Globe” — age  24. 

Our  family  descended  from  this  Robert  Newman  who 
landed  in  1618.  It  is  the  history  of  the  descendants  of 
Robert  Newman  which  is  the  subject  of  this  book.  How¬ 
ever,  these  facts  are  known  concerning  the  second  brother, 
William  Newman.  He  settled  in  what  is  now  Isle  of  Wight 
County.  A  list  of  all  those  living  in  Virginia,  February  16, 
1624,  (total  1,170)  included  William  Newman  living  at 
Basse’s  Choice.  On  August  26,  1643,  he  was  granted  a 
patent  for  550  acres  of  land  situated,  “Northerly  toward 
the  Sunken  Marsh,  Easterly  upon  a  swamp,  Southerly  to¬ 
wards  the  lower  Chippokes  Creek”  (William  and  Mary 
Quarterly,  Vol.  9,  pg.  144).  In  1662  he  served  as  a  juror  in 
the  case  of  a  woman  accidentally  killed  by  the  glance  of  a 
ball  intended  for  a  wild  beast.  His  will,  dated  January 
20,  1669,  was  proved  in  York  County  Court,  July  25,  1670, 
leaving  his  wife,  Priscilla,  as  executrix.  From  his  will  we 
infer  he  left  no  issue  so  this  completes  the  story  of  the 
second  son. 

Tracing  the  descendants  of  Thomas  Newman  and 
John  Newman,  the  third  and  fourth  brothers,  would  be  the 
subject  for  separate  research. 
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CHAPTER  II 


SOUTH  OF  THE  JAMES 


Since  landing  in  1618  near  Burwell’s  Bay,  most  of 
the  family  has  lived  within  twenty  miles  of  the  original 
settlement  —  for  340  years.  A  brief  account  of  the  history 
of  the  early  settlers  South  of  the  James  River  will  provide  a 
frame  for  the  Newman  picture  in  the  seventeenth  century 
and  a  historical  background  for  the  area  where  the  family 
is  now  living. 

Early  days  in  Virginia  were  difficult  times  for  all  of 
the  settlers.  Two  of  their  major  problems  were  fatal  dis¬ 
eases  and  hostile  Indians.  The  first  occupants  of  the  area 
South  of  the  James  River  known  to  history  were  the  War- 
rascoyack  Indians.  They  lived  in  a  village  near  what  is 
now  called  Burwell’s  Bay,  extending  five  miles  along  the 
shore  and  twenty  miles  inland.  Their  fighting  strength 
numbered  only  forty  warriors.  They  were  visited  in  the 
summer  of  1608  by  Captain  John  Smith,  at  which  time  they 
supplied  fourteen  bushels  of  corn  to  the  famishing  colonists 
at  Jamestown  across  the  River. 
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When  Captain  John  Smith  and  his  party  departed  in 
December,  1608  they  left  Michael  Sicklemore,  a  valiant  sol¬ 
dier,  whom  the  Indian  king  had  promised  to  furnish  with 
guides  to  search  the  country  around  Roanoke  Island  for  the 
Lost  Colony  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  The  Indians  acted  in 
good  faith  but  the  search  proved  to  be  in  vain;  no  trace  of 
survivors  was  found.  A  young  boy  by  the  name  of  Samuel 
Collier  was  also  left  to  learn  the  language.  However,  some 
years  later,  in  1622,  he  was  accidentally  killed  by  a  white 
sentinel  at  Kecaughton  (Hampton). 

The  first  English  settlement  in  what  is  now  Isle  of 
Wight  County  was  begun  by  Captain  Christopher  Lawne 
and  his  associates.  Sir  Richard  Worsley,  knight  baronet, 
Nathaniel  Basse,  gent.,  etc.  On  April  27,  1619,  Captain 
Lawne  arrived  in  person  at  Jamestown  with  one  hundred 
settlers  in  a  ship  commanded  by  Captain  Evans.  They  settled 
near  the  mouth  of  a  creek  on  the  south  side  of  the  James 
River,  known  as  Lawne’ s  Creek.  The  creek,  sometimes 
written  Lyon’s  Creek,  was  made  the  dividing  line  between 
the  counties  of  Surry  and  Isle  of  Wight  as  early  as  1642. 

The  mortality  rate  among  these  early  settlers  was  ex¬ 
tremely  high.  Captain  Lawne  himself  died  shortly  after  the 
settlement  started.  On  November  20,  1620  the  London 
Company  ordered  that  "in  regard  to  the  late  mortality  of 
the  persons  transported  heretofore  by  the  late  Captain 
Lawne,  his  associates  be  granted  till  midsummer,  1625,  to 
make  up  the  number  of  persons  which  they  were  disposed 
to  bring  over.”  (As  will  be  noted  in  the  quotations  from 
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land  patents  granted,  fifty  acres  of  land  was  given  to  a 
plantation  owner  for  every  settler  he  brought  to  Virginia.) 
They  also  declared  that  the  plantation  was  henceforth  to  be 
called,  ‘Isle  of  Wight  Plantation’',  a  name,  however,  not 
in  use  till  some  years  later.  It  was  derived  very  probably 
from  the  place  of  residence,  in  England,  of  the  principal 
patentees — the  Isle  of  Wight. 

On  November  21,  1621,  Edward  Bennett,  a  rich  mer¬ 
chant  of  London,  obtained  a  patent  for  a  plantation  condi¬ 
tioned  on  settling  two  hundred  emigrants.  In  February, 
1622,  the  “Sea  Flower”  arrived  with  one  hundred  and 
twenty  settlers.  Their  place  of  settlement  was  called,  “War- 
rascoyack”,  and  sometimes  “Edward  Bennett’s  Plantation”. 
On  the  same  day  the  patent  was  awarded,  Arthur  Swain, 
Captain  Nathaniel  Basse  and  others  undertook  to  establish 
another  plantation  in  the  same  neighborhood.  Captain 
Basse  came  over  in  person,  and  his  plantation  was  known 
as  “Basse’s  Choice”  and  was  situated  on  the  Warrascoyack 
River.  The  establishment  of  “Basse’s  Choice”  is  of  particu¬ 
lar  interest  since  it  was  later  to  come  into  possession  of  the 
Newman  family,  and  next  to  the  “Isle  of  Wight”  founded 
by  Captain  Lawne,  was  among  the  earliest  plantations  in 
Virginia. 

Houses  were  being  built  and  fields  cultivated  when, 
in  1622,  occurred  the  great  massacre  by  the  Indians.  In  the 
course  of  a  very  few  hours  one  fourth  of  the  early  settlers 
perished.  The  mortality  in  the  plantations  in  Warrascoyack 
reached  a  total  of  fifty-three.  The  consternation  caused  by 
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these  massacres  resulted  in  the  abandonment  of  most  of  the 
plantations.  But  vigorous  efforts  were  made  by  the  author¬ 
ities  to  challenge  the  Nansemond  and  Warrascoyack  In¬ 
dians.  They  were  killed,  their  corn  cut  down,  their  houses 
burned,  and,  finally,  the  remainder  were  driven  out.  Settlers 
took  heart  and  began  to  return.  A  census  of  February  6, 
1623  showed  fifty-three  persons  living  at  "Warwicke 
Squeake”  and  ''Basse’s  Choice”. 

In  1634  the  plantations  in  Virginia  were  divided  into 
eight  counties  and  "Warrascoyack”  was  one  of  them.  In 
1635  there  were  522  people  in  the  county.  In  1637  the 
name  of  the  county  was  changed  to  Isle  of  Wight. 
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CHAPTER  III 


SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY  NEWMANS 


Having  completed  the  historical  frame  of  Seventeenth 
Century  Virginia,  let  us  turn  more  specifically  to  the  New¬ 
man  picture.  Robert  Newman  who  made  the  trip  across 
on  the  ship  "Furtherance”  in  1618  was  the  first  of  the  New¬ 
man  family  to  settle  in  Virginia.  Our  principle  source  of 
information  concerning  these  early  settlers  is  the  court 
records.  From  these  we  learn  that  Robert  Newman  became 
a  landowner,  settling  along  the  shores  of  the  Nansemond 
River.  We  have  the  following  record  dated  November  22, 
1626: 

” Robert  Newman,  50  acres  at  Nanzemund  River,  be¬ 
tween  his  now  dwelling  house  and  the  dwelling  house  of 
Francis  Hoofe.  Due  for  the  transportation  of  one  servant. 
Bob  Jeffreys.” 

Here  is  an  illustration  of  the  provision  that  an  owner  of 
land  would  be  given  fifty  additional  acres  for  each  emi¬ 
grant  brought  to  Virginia.  On  May  11,  1635  Robert  New¬ 
man  obtained  a  patent  for  450  acres  of  land,  which  he  after¬ 
wards  assigned  to  Richard  Bennett.  (William  and  Mary 
College  Quarterly;  vol.  9,  pg.  139) .

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The  following  records  give  us  further  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  first  Newman  in  Virginia:

Court  records,  unfortunately,  can  also  reveal  unfavora¬ 
ble  family  history.  On  June  30,  1640,  a  decision  of  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  General  Court  rendered  the  following  verdict: 
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whereas  complaint  hath  been  made  unto  this  board 
that  Robert  Newman  hath  contrary  to  an  act  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  in  that  case  made  and  provided  traded  luith  certain  serv¬ 
ants  belonging  to  Captain  Samuel  Mathews  .  .  .  to  the  value 
of  sixty  pounds  of  tobacco,  it  is  thereby  ordered  that  the  said 
Robert  Newman  shall  satisfy  and  pay  unto  the  said  Captain 
Mathews  four  times  the  value  so  bartered  for,  being  the 
quantity  of  240  pounds  of  tobacco,  and  also  he  shall  suffer 
one  month’s  imprisonment  .  . 


THE  SECOND  GENERATION 

Robert  Newman  who  came  to  Virginia  in  1618  later 
had  two  sons  of  which  we  have  a  record,  William  and  John. 
Since  our  family  descended  from  this  John  Newman,  let  us 
first  tell  briefly  what  is  known  concerning  the  other  son, 
William.  It  is  believed  that  he  married  and  had  a  son  whom 
he  named  John.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  John  Newman 
who  in  1709  was  ‘'summoned  to  answer  a  presentment  of 
the  grand  jury  against  him  for  absenting  himself  from  Di¬ 
vine  Service.”  (York  County  records).  Of  course,  this  was 
a  different  branch  of  the  family! 

Now  let  us  return  to  the  second  generation.  John  Nev/- 
man,  the  son  of  Robert  Newman,  married  Ruth  Taberer 
(sometimes  spelled  Taberner) .  William  Taberer  of  Derby, 
England,  had  two  sons  Joshua  and  Thomas,  who  came  to 
Virginia  and  became  landowners  and  active  in  the  military 
and  political  life  of  the  Colony.  Joshua  died  without  direct 
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heirs,  and  Thomas  Taberer’s  daughter,  Ruth,  became  heir 
both  to  her  father  and  uncle’s  estate — and  John  Newman 
married  the  heir,  Ruth.  Fortunately,  we  have  recorded  the 
wills  which  make  Ruth  Taberer  Newman  the  heir  to  these 
estates. 


The  Will  of  Joshua  Taberner 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  November  24th,  1636.  I, 
Joshua  Taberner  being  of  whole  mind  and  good  and  perfect 
memory.  Laud  and  praise  Almighty  God,  make  and  ordain 
this  my  last  will  and  Testament  concerning  here  in  my  last 
will  in  manner  and  form  following,  that  is  to  say 

First.  I  commend  my  soul  unto  Almighty  God,  Maker 
and  Redeemer,  and  my  body  to  be  buried  at  the  Discretion 
of  my  Brother,  and  after  my  debts  paid  and  my  funeral  ex¬ 
penses  performed  the  Remainder  I  bequeth  as  followeth: 
I  give  and  queath  to  my  brother  Thomas  Taberner  all  such 
Houses  and  Lands,  money,  or  chattels,  movables  or  Immov¬ 
ables  as  shall  any  way  append  unto  me  either  as  a  portion 
given  or  left  me  by  the  last  will  and  Testament  of  my  Father 
William  Taberner  of  the  county  of  Derby,  or  otherwise  ap¬ 
pertaining  or  belonging  unto  me  with  all  profit  thereof  dur¬ 
ing  his  natural  life,  he  my  above  sd  Brother  Thomas  be¬ 
stowing  as  a  legacy  to  my  father’s  kindred  Ten  Pounds 
Sterling  or  the  value  thereof  out  of  my  s  d  estate  in  England. 
And  my  will  is  that  after  my  Brother  Thomas  his  decease, 
his  only  daughter  and  Heir  Ruth  Taberner,  be  possessed  with 
all  my  aforesaid  estate  in  England  as  my  only  Heir  and  Ex¬ 
ecutrix  to  her  and  heirs  for  ever.  Also  I  give  my  cousins  (In 
the  Seventeenth  Century  the  word  cousin  often  referred  to  a 
nephew  or  niece)  Ruth  Taberner  all  my  female  cattle  in  Vir- 
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ginia  being  four  in  number  of  my  own  mark  to  her  and  her 
heirs  for  ever,  and  the  remainder  of  my  whole  Estate  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  I  give  to  my  brother  Thomas  Taberner  and  further,  in 
case  of  denyal  I  give  my  brother  Thomas  Taberner  full 
power  to  sue  and  by  law  to  recover  my  s  d  estate  in  England 
and  to  see  it  disposed  of  according  to  the  Tenner  of  this  my 
will.  And  that  this  my  will  may  be  valid  and  effectual  in  law 
according  to  the  Intent  and  purpose,  I  confirm  it  with  my 
hand  and  seal  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

Signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  us.

Major  Thomas  Taberner  (as  was  his  title  in  the  mili¬ 
tia)  was  in  Virginia  as  early  as  1653.  He  served  as  Justice 
of  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Court  from  1659  to  1680,  a 
Burgess  in  1657-58,  and  1680.  His  will,  dated  January  14, 
1692,  and  proved  in  Isle  of  Wight  reads  as  follows: 

^Tand  I  now  dwell  on,  400  acres,  with  houses,  fences, 
and  orchards,  commonly  called  Bassets  Choyce,  to  my  grand¬ 
son  Joseph  Copeland,  and  should  he  decease  without  male 
or  female  issue,  then  to  my  grandson,  Thomas  Neiuman,  son 
of  John  Newman,  and  dau.  Ruth  .  .  .  {other  land  to  others) 

.  .  .  and  my  household  here  or  in  England  to  be  divided  into 
3  parts  .  .  .  one  part  to  dau.  Newman's  Children,  .  .  .  except 
my  wearing  apprell  both  linen  and  woolen,  which  I  bequeath 
to  son  John  Newman,  to  dau.  Ruth  one  feather  bed,  fur¬ 
nished  as  it  now  stands  .  .  .” 
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'"Basse’s  Choice”,  located  just  north  of  what  is  now 
Smithfield  was  purchased  by  Major  Thomas  Taberer  in 
1675,  later  being  inherited  by  John  and  Ruth  Newman,  was 
described  in  a  patent  dated  in  1681  as, 

.  .  beginning  at  y  e,  mouth  of  Polentine  (Pollington) 
swamp,  which  divides  y  e  s  d  TaberePs  land  from  ye  land  of 
Mr.  James  Day,  thence  up  the  said  swamp  North  32  degrees 
west,  80  poles  to  a  locust  saplin  in  Jane  Munger’s  line,  then 
by  Munger’s  south  west  92  poles  to  a  white  oak  near  y  e 
head  of  a  small  gutt,  there  down  ye  sd  gutt  south  23  degrees 
westerly  60  poles  to  Hutchinson’ s  creek,  and  there  by  various 
courses  down  ye  sd  creek  and  ye  Crosse  Creek  to  ye  Maine 
Pagan  Creeke*,  then  northeast  by  ye  Maine  Creek  side  120 
poles  to  ye  north  of  said  Taberer’s  own  creeke,  then  up  the 
creek  ...  to  a  loctist  post  in  ye  marsh,  and  then  north  33 
degrees  west  40  poles  to  ye  first  station.” 

*Warrascoyack  River  changed  to  "New  Town 
Haven  Creek”,  then  to  "Pagan  Creek”,  Pagan  being 
originally  the  name  of  a  point  of  land. 

We  also  have  this  additional  information  concerning 
John  Newman.  He  served  on  a  jury  in  1667,  and  was  a 
signer  with  Joseph  Bridger  and  others,  of  the  "Petition  of 
the  Loyalists”  in  1677.  From  the  records  in  existence,  it  is 
clear  that  he  and  Ruth  Taberer  had  two  children,  Thomas 
and  Isabella.  John  Newman  made  his  will  dated  December 
15,  1695,  and  gave  his  son  Thomas  a  plantation  called 
"Corkers  Quarters”,  adjacent  to  John  Lewis.  He  left  his 
wife,  Ruth,  and  daughter,  Isabella,  each,  one  third  of  his 
personal  estate. 
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During  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century  the 
Quaker  influence  became  very  strong  in  this  section  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  The  restoration  of  King  Charles  II  of  England  had 
given  the  movement  a  great  impetus  in  the  land  of  its 
origin.  During  this  period  the  Quaker  influence  spread  to 
America.  According  to  early  records  in  1671  William  Ed- 
mundson,  a  friend  of  George  Fox,  the  founder  of  the 
Quaker  Movement,  visited  in  the  neighborhood,  and  met 
George  Richard  Bennett  who,  he  said,  '' received  the  truth 
and  died  in  the  same”.  In  1699  and  1705  Thomas  Story,  a 
Philadelphia  lawyer,  held  many  '"open  and  comfortable 
meetings”,  including  Chuckatuck.  Thomas  Story  met  with 
‘‘his  ancient  friend”,  Elizabeth  Webb  of  Gloucestershire, 
England,  and  with  John  Copeland,  Col.  Joseph  Bridger  and 
Major  Thomas  Taberer  who  were  sympathizers  with  the 
Quakers. 

This  movement  had  its  influence  on  the  Newman  fam¬ 
ily.  For  on  December  13,  1699,  Thomas  Newman,  the  son 
of  John  and  Ruth  Taberer  Newman  was  married  to  Mary 
Ratcliff e  in  the  Quaker  Meeting  House  in  Chuckatuck  — 
the  third  generation  of  the  Newmans  in  Virginia.

CHAPTER  IV 


THE  THIRD  AND  FOURTH  GENERATIONS 


The  marriage  of  Thomas  Newman  to  Mary  Ratcliffe, 
daughter  of  Richard  Ratcliffe  of  Terrascoe  Neck  "the  13th 
day  of  the  12th  month  1699”  is  recorded  in  the  Virginia 
Volume  of  the  Encyclopedia  of  American  Quaker  Geneal¬ 
ogy,  Volume  VI,  compiled  by  William  Wade  Hinshaw 
and  Thomas  Worth  Marshall.  Since  Thomas  had  been  giv¬ 
en  a  plantation  called  "Corkers  Quarters"  by  his  father  it  is 
quite  likely  that  he  and  his  new  bride  moved  there  to  live. 

Thomas  and  Mary  had  two  sons  whom  they  named 
John  and  Joseph.  Thomas  Newman  made  his  will  in  1739, 
and  he  died  shortly  thereafter  on  March  9,  1739.  His  son, 
John,  was  given  the  estate  and  his  son,  Joseph,  received 
thirty  shillings.  The  records  of  Isle  of  Wight  County  give 
us  the  following  information  concerning  this  third  genera¬ 
tion  Newman:

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^'Newman,  Thomas  Leg. — wife  Mary;  son  John;  my 
wife  to  pay  her  son  Joseph  out  of  her  part  of  my  estate.  John 
Newman  to  pay  Joseph  Bunkley,  out  of  his  part  of  my  estate. 
Ex.,  son  John  Newman 

Died.  March  9,  1739  Rs  September  22,  1740 

Wit.  Richard  Jordan,  James  Jones,  Thomas  Barr

FOURTH  GENERATION 

Our  branch  of  the  family  tree  comes  through  the  son, 
John  Newman,  the  son  of  Thomas  Newman.  It  will  be 
clear  from  the  legal  documents  quoted  that  the  family  at 
this  time  is  still  living  in  Isle  of  Wight  and  Nasemond 
counties,  just  a  few  miles  from  the  place  Robert  Newman 
landed  in  1618.  John  Newman  married  Elizabeth  Everett. 
We  learn  from  the  County  Records  of  Isle  of  Wight  that 
this  Elizabeth  Everett  was  the  daughter  of  a  William  Ever¬ 
ett  (W.B.  8,  p.  44).  John  and  Elizabeth  had  six  children: 
Josiah,  Thomas,  Elizabeth,  Chloe,  James  and  Gennett  (this 
latter  name  has  many  variations  in  spelling  in  the  early 
records) .  Chloe’s  marriage  is  recorded  in  the  Isle  of  Wight 
County  Records: 

^^Shivers,  Joseph  and  Chloe  Newman,  sister  of  Josiah 
Newman.  1801.  Wedding  Book  II  p.  774”. 

Fortunately,  we  have  preserved  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rec¬ 
ords  —  found  at  the  Isle  of  Wight  Courthouse  —  the  will 
of  this  fourth  generation  John  Newman  which  gives  us  an 
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insight  into  the  extent  of  his  estate,  the  members  of  his 
family,  and  a  bird’s  eye  view  of  life  and  thought  in  Isle  of 
Wight  at  the  close  of  the  Eighteenth  Century: 


The  Will  of  John  Newman 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  John  Newman  of  the  Isle 
of  Wight  County  being  old  and  infirm  and  knowin  the  un¬ 
certainty  of  this  Life  do  make  and  ordain  this  to  be  my  last 
Will  and  Testament  in  manner  &  form  as  follow eth  {to  wit) 
Item,  igive  the  use  of  all  my  Estate  be  it  of  w  hat  kinds  o  ever 
unto  my  loving  wife  Elizabeth  Newman  during  her  widow¬ 
hood,  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  grandson  John 
Newman  this  Plantation  I  now  live  on  to  him  and  his  heirs 
of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  forever  and  if  he  should  die 
without  such  heir  then  to  be  equally  Devided  between  my 
two  Granddaughters  Polly  Newman  and  Ginnet  Newman 
and  their  heirs  forever.  Item  igive  and  bequeath  unto  my 
son  Josiah  Newman  one  half  of  the  land  which  I  bought  of 
Henry  Butler  in  Nansemond  County,  Lying  on  the  north 
side  of  the  road  leading  from  Suffolk  to  south  Quay  to  him 
and  heirs  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  forever  and  if  he 
should  die  without  such  heir  then  to  return  and  to  he  equally 
devided  between  my  two  daughters  Elizabeth  &  Chloe  &  to 
their  heirs  forever.  Item  iGive  &  bequeath  unto  my  two 
Grandsons  —  Thomas  Newman  and  James  Newman  the 
other  half  of  my  lands  that  I  bought  of  Henry  Butler  in 
Nansemond  County  Lying  on  the  South  Side  of  the  road 
leading  from  Suffolk  to  South  Quay  to  be  Equally  devided 
Between  them  and  the  heirs  of  there  bodys  Lawfully  be¬ 
gotten  forever  &  if  either  of  them  should  die  without  such 
heir  then  the  other  to  inherit  his  part  of  the  land  and  if  both 
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should  die  without  such  heirs  then  for  the  land  to  return  & 
he  equally  devided  between  my  two  daughters  Elizabeth  and 
Chloe  and  their  heirs  forever,  Item  IGive  and  bequeath  unto 
my  daughter  Elizabeth  Newman  one  bed  &  furniture  one 
Cow  and  Calf  and  one  Heifer  one  sow  and  pigs  one  Iron  pott 
one  Dish  &  Two  Plates  my  Horse  and  Saddle  after  her 
Mothers  decease,  Item  I  Give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daugh¬ 
ter  Chloe  Newman  one  bed  &  furniture  one  Cow  and  Calf 
one  Sow  and  pigs  one  iron  pott,  one  Chest,  Item  I  Give  and 
bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Ginnett  Newman  one  two  year 
old  heifer  one  ewe  and  lamb.  Item  I  Give  and  bequeath  unto 
my  son  Thomas  Newman  my  Large  still  paying  of  Mary 
Bullock  &  Tabitha  Parr  &  Elizabeth  Newman  &  Chloe  New¬ 
man  the  sum  of  five  pounds  each  of  them.  Item  1  leave  the 
plantation  whereon  ]ames  Toaller  Lives  to  be  sold  and  the 
money  to  be  equally  devided  between  my  six  children  &  all 
the  Rest  of  my  Estate  i  leave  to  be  equally  devided  Between 
my  six  Children  &  James  Newman’s  children  to  have  one 
Shear  with  them  of  the  personal  Estate  and  I  do  Appoint  my 
Loving  wife  Elizabeth  Newman  and  my  son  Thomas  New¬ 
man  my  whole  &  sole  Executors  to  this  my  last  will  and 
Testament  as  witnefs  my  hand  &  this  twenty  ninth  Day  of 
January  anno  Dom  1782.

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CHAPTER  V 


THE  NINETEENTH  CENTURY 
FIFTH,  SIXTH  AND  SEVENTH  GENERATIONS 


Of  the  thirteen  generations  of  Newmans  who  have 
lived  in  Virginia  since  1618,  the  fifth  is  the  least  known  — 
Thomas  Newman.  We  cannot  be  certain  that  this  was  the 
same  Thomas  Newman,  but  this  record  is  found  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Virginia:  Williams¬ 
burg,  Feb.  8,  1776. 

Resolved,  Thomas  Newman  be  permitted  to  pass  from 
hence  to  Massachusetts  Government,  Jebez,  Frederick,  Jacob, 
Andoss. 

Since  he  died  as  a  young  man,  and  did  not  leave  a  will,  our 
principal  source  of  information  is  lacking.  Having  died  in¬ 
testate,  an  account  of  his  estate  was  filed  August  23,  1800 
(Isle  of  Wight  Wills  «ook  13,  p.  284). 

His  son,  John  Newman,  married  Keziah  Bridger, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Julianna  Bridger  on  June  28,  1786 
(Isle  of  Wight  Marriage  Book,  p.  432).  This  Samuel 
Bridger  was  probably  the  son  of  William  Bridger,  whose 
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will  was  probate  in  1793.  William  Bridger  was  a  Captain 
of  the  Militia  in  1777,  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 
Samuel  died  intestate  in  1805.  An  account  of  his  estate 
was  filed  June  3,  1805  by  Nathaniel  Wills  and  Edmund 
Godwin  (Wills  Book  12,  p.  101,  Isle  of  Wight  County). 

Keziah  Bridger  was  born  December  14,  1768.  *’She 
departed  this  life  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord  1825,  January 
24th,  aged  56  years,  one  month  and  ten  days”.  This  is 
quoted  from  a  prayer  book  of  Samuel  Bridger  which  was 
evidently  inherited  by  the  Newmans  as  the  children  of 
Samuel  and  Julianna  Bridger  appear  in  the  book  followed 
by  later  Newman  entries. 

The  children  of  John  Newman,  who  married  Keziah, 
the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Julianna  Bridger,  were  as  fol¬ 
lows:

The  above  Nancy  (Ann)  Everett  Newman,  daughter 
of  John  and  Keziah  Newman,  born  the  12th  day  of  January, 
1796,  married  Henry  Pitt,  Jr.,  son  of  Henry  Pitt,  Sr.,  and 
his  wife  Penelope.  The  children  of  Nancy  (Newman)  and 
Henry  Pitt,  Jr.,  were:  (Copied  from  the  Family  Bible  of 
Nathaniel  Newman  Pitt)

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Nathaniel  Newman  Pitt,  son  of  Henry  Pitt,  Jr.,  was 
married  to  Lavinia  Baker,  daughter  of  Henry  Baker  of 
Nansemond  County  and  his  wife,  Judith,  on  September  30, 
1852.  Mary  E.  Pitt,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Newman  Pitt 
and  his  wife  Lavinia  C.  Baker,  was  married  to  James  Tho¬ 
mas  Davis,  son  of  George  Thomas  Davis  of  Surry  County 
and  his  wife,  Frances  Otelia  Driver,  on  January  19,  1882. 
Charles  Elliott  Davis,  son  of  James  Thomas  Davis  and  his 
wife  Mary  E.  (Pitt)  Davis,  was  married  to  Eliza  Goodwin 
Timberlake,  daughter  of  John  Samuel  Timberlake  and  his 
wife  Caroline  Virginia  Castlen,  daughter  of  John  Castlen 
and  Eliza  (Goodwin)  Castlen,  on  September  10,  1919.  Mr. 
Davis  was  Commissioner  of  Revenue  for  Isle  of  Wight 
County. 


THE  SEVENTH  GENERATION 


The  story  of  the  seventh  generation  of  Newmans  in 
Virginia  begins  August  15,  1789,  with  the  birth  of  Thomas 
Newman,  the  eldest  child  of  John  and  Keziah  Newman, 
about  seven  miles  south  of  Smithfield.  He  married  Martha 
Matthews  of  that  neighborhood  and  lived  on  a  farm,  prob¬ 
ably  his  own,  about  two  miles  south  of  his  father’s  place. 
Although  this  Thomas  Newman  died  in  the  autumn  of 
1825,  at  the  early  age  of  thirty-six,  he  had  nine  children:

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CHAPTER  VI 


JOHN  BRIDGER  NEWMAN— CIVILLA  ANN  GAYLE 


The  eighth  generation  of  our  branch  of  the  Newman 
family  in  Virginia  begins  with  the  birth  of  John  Bridger 
Newman,  October  14,  1821  at  the  “Thomas  Newman” 
home  nine  miles  south  of  Smithfield.  He  was  only  four 
years  old  when  his  father,  Thomas  Newman,  died.  He 
could  remember  only  one  thing  about  the  death  and  burial 
of  his  father — seeing  an  apple  which  someone  had  dropped 
into  the  grave.  This  incident  represents  the  earliest 
piece  of  information  remembered  in  the  family  history.  It 
is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  name  John  Bridger  New¬ 
man  given  in  1821  is  the  first  record  of  a  middle  name  ap¬ 
pearing  in  the  direct  line  of  our  Newman  family  history.  At 
the  age  of  21  he  left  the  farm  located  on  the  Everett’s  Bridge- 
Smithfield  Road  to  clerk  in  a  store  in  Norfolk.  Later  he  be¬ 
came  overseer  of  a  Chuckatuck  farm  for  Mr.  Milbry.  John 
Bridger  Newman’s  first  wife  was  Civilla  A.  Gayle,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Alexander  and  Margaret  Gayle,  born  December  20, 
1831.  Their  marriage  took  place  April  22,  1847.  Civilla 
Ann  Gayle  Newman  died  April  17,  1857  at  the  age  of  26 
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years.  Four  of  John  Bridger  Newman’s  eleven  children 
were  by  his  first  wife: 

Ellen  (Ella)  Nora  Newman,  born  May  19,  1848 

John  Alexander  Newman,  born  December  1,  1849 

Mary  Caroline  Newman,  born  September  16,  1852 

John  Civilla  Newman,  born  September  27,  1855 

Let  us  first  record  what  is  known  concerning  these  four 
children  by  John  Bridger  Newman’s  first  wife.  John  Alex¬ 
ander  Newman  died  February  11,  1854,  age  4  years,  2 
months,  and  11  days.  John  Civilla  Newman  died  June  9, 
1856,  age  8  months  and  10  days.  This  explains  why  two 
of  the  sons  were  named  John.  It  also  explains  why  the 
name  appears  for  the  third  time  in  the  second  set  of  chil¬ 
dren,  John  Urquhart  Newman. 

Ellen  Nora  Newman  (called  ''Ella”)  married  Joshua 
B.  Hirst  who  owned  a  place  known  as  the  old  "Minton 
Farm”  located  close  to  Oakland  Church  in  the  direction  of 
Isle  of  Wight,  just  beyond  the  "Job  Holland”  farm.  Joshua 
Hirst  came  to  America  with  his  parents  when  he  was  six 
years  old  and  lived  first  at  Glenham,  New  York,  moving  to 
Brooklyn  in  I860.  He  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in  1861, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  in  1862  on  account  of  his 
health.  He  saw  service  in  Virginia,  and  was  heard  many 
times  to  say  that  he  "lay  in  those  trenches  around  Suffolk”. 
He  returned  to  Brooklyn  and  lived  there  till  1864.  He  then 
went  to  Newark,  New  Jersey  where  he  lived  until  1870.  He 
was  married  to  "Ella”  Newman  while  living  in  New  Jersey 
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on  July  2,  1867  and  their  first  and  only  child  Marian  Civilla 
Hirst  was  born.  They  moved  to  Middletown,  New  York  in 
the  Spring  of  1870,  where  he  died  on  January  8,  1908.  Ella 
Nora  Newman  Hirst  died  May  26,  1932  at  the  age  of  84. 

Marian  Civilla  Hirst  was  married  to  George  Henry 
Buchanan,  Jr.  on  November  6,  1888  in  Middletown,  New 
York.  George  Buchanan,  the  son  of  George  Henry  Buchan¬ 
an,  Sr.  and  Harriet  Crisp,  was  born  at  Perth  Amboy,  New 
Jersey,  July  30,  1859.  They  had  no  children. 

Mary  Caroline  Newman  ("Sister  Mamie”) ,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  Bridger  and  Civilla  Gayle  Newman,  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Samuel  Job  Holland  at  her  home  in  Isle  of  Wight 
County,  near  Chuckatuck,  December  27,  1871.  Samuel  Job 
Holland  was  born  September  16,  1852.  Below  is  a  list  of 
their  seven  children  and  the  facts  known  concerning  them: 

1.  John  Samuel  Holland,  born  July  23,  1873.  He 
was  married  to  Emma  Cutchins  at  John  Kelly’s,  Bartley’s 
Place  in  Nansemond  County  near  Lake  Prince  on  February 
21,  1894.  He  died  October  23,  1936. 

2.  Civilla  Holland  died  at  about  age  3  in  1877. 

3.  Mary  Virginia  Holland,  born  August  9,  1877,  died 
December  19,  1941. 

4.  James  Walter  Holland  ("Bud”),  born  November 
15,  1877,  married  Maggie  Wagner  at  Oakland  Christian 
Church,  December  31,  1902. 
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5.  Ella  Holland,  born  October  15,  1883;  married  Victor 
Hugo  Pope,  the  son  of  John  Robert  Pope  and  Victoria  B. 
Pope,  in  North  Carolina,  April  29,  1898  and  died  April  2, 
1940.  They  have  the  following  eight  children:  Blanche  Vic¬ 
toria  Pope,  Mary  Eunice  Pope,  John  Robert  Pope,  Martha 
Sue  Pope,  Lucile  Virginia  Pope,  Victor  Hugo  Pope,  Jr., 
Pearl  Betty  Pope,  Irene  Ella  Pope. 

6.  Lilly  Crawley  Holland  died  in  1883. 

7.  Thomas  Henry  Holland,  born  May  1,  1885,  married 
Hazel  Earl  Shackelford  of  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  at  South 
Street  Baptist  Parsonage,  March  9,  1910. 

Mary  Caroline  Holland,  wife  of  Samuel  Job  Holland, 
died  at  her  home  near  Chuckatuck,  January  26,  1936.  Sam¬ 
uel  Job  Holland  died  at  his  home  October  18,  1943,  at  94 
years  of  age.  Many  of  their  descendants  still  reside  in  the 
areas  around  Isle  of  Wight  and  Nansemond  Counties,  Vir¬ 
ginia. 
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CHAPTER  VII 

JOHN  BRIDGER  NEWMAN  — 
HANNAH  GROSS  URQUHART 


John  Bridger  Newman  was  married  for  the  second 
time  on  January  12,  1858  to  Hannah  Gross  Urquhart.  Her 
father  was  John  Urquhart  and  her  mother  Hannah  Shivers, 
who  had  received  land  as  a  maiden  inheritance  extending 
about  two  miles  from  Everett’s  Bridge,  later  known  as  the 
John  Kirk  property.  In  her  first  marriage  Hannah  Shivers 
was  Mrs.  Mills  Godwin,  Sr.  John  Bridger  Newman  and  his 
wife  lived  in  Portsmouth  where  he  was  in  the  confectionary 
and  bakery  business  for  himself  until  1861. 

With  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  John  Bridger 
Newman  volunteered,  working  in  the  Commissary  Depart¬ 
ment  until  he  was  discharged  at  the  end  of  1862.  During 
the  Civil  War  his  wife,  Hannah,  was  forced  to  flee  from 
her  Portsmouth  home  to  Isle  of  Wight  County  where  she 
lived  on  her  aged  father’s  plantation.  They  could  take  with 
them  only  what  they  could  carry  in  a  buggy,  after  leaving 
room  for  the  children,  her  aged  grandmother,  and  her 
father. 
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Sharing  the  struggle  common  to  all  of  the  South  after 
the  Civil  War,  the  next  few  years  were  difficult  ones.  With 
a  large  family  to  support  he  had  to  work  as  a  day-laborer 
for  seventy-five  cents  a  day,  and  later  farmed  on  shares.  In 
1866  he  bought  a  horse  and  rented  the  Daniel  Hatton  Farm 
where  he  lived  from  1866-1870.  During  this  time  John 
Bridger  Newman’s  eldest  daughter,  '’Ella”,  married  Joshua 
Hirst  and  moved  North.  In  1870  John  and  Hannah  New¬ 
man  moved  to  the  farm  owned  by  Joshua  Hirst,  their  son- 
in-law. 

Seven  children  were  born  to  John  Bridger  and  his  sec¬ 
ond  wife,  Hannah  Urquhart  Newman: 

1.  John  Urquhart  Newman,  was  born  January  29,  I860 

2.  Anna  James  Newman,  was  born  October  15,  1862 

3.  William  Thomas  Newman,  was  born  May  9,  1865 

4.  Nathaniel  Gross  Newman,  was  born  February  13, 

1868 

5.  Martha  Sarah  (Pattie)  Newman,  was  born  Septem¬ 
ber  4,  1871 

6.  Charles  Everett  Newman  was  born  May  30,  1874 

7.  Lillian  Urquhart  Newman  was  born  August  18, 

1877 


Before  the  war  the  Newmans  had  been  members  of 
Methodist  churches.  However,  with  their  farms  being  lo¬ 
cated  so  close  to  Oakland  Christian  Church  the  children 
attended  the  Oakland  Christian  Church  Sunday  School  and 
all  of  them  eventually  became  members.

At  Christmas,  in  the  year  1882,  John  Bridger  Newman 
purchased  the  'Xevy  Ricks”  farm  a  mile  and  a  half  south. 
After  the  war  he  had  apparently  lost  his  active  interest  in 
the  church.  One  experience  changed  his  latter  years.  While 
working  in  the  field  he  became  overheated,  and  saw  a  vision 
of  his  first  wife  and  the  two  children  who  had  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  Though  returning  to  the  church  only  on  rare  occa¬ 
sions  after  that  he  changed  and  read  his  Bible  regularly. 
Before  his  death  he  lost  his  hearing  and  finally  his  sight. 
John  Bridger  Newman  died  September  21,  1909  in  Isle  of 
Wight  County  about  four  miles  south  of  his  birthplace. 
His  funeral  was  conducted  by  Dr.  I.  W.  Johnson,  and  the 
burial  took  place  in  the  Oakland  cemetery.  In  the  following 
chapters  the  story  of  each  of  John  Newman’s  and  Hannah 
Gross  Urquhart’s  seven  children  will  be  told. 
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CHAPTER  VIII 


JOHN  URQUHART  NEWMAN  AND  DESCENDANTS 


John  Urquhart  Newman  the  eldest  child  of  John 
Bridget  Newman  and  Hannah  Gross  Urquhart  Newman, 
was  born  January  29,  I860  in  Portsmouth,  Virginia.  He 
was  named  for  his  father  and  his  mother — John  for  his 
father,  and  Urquhart  for  his  mother.  During  the  War,  the 
family  moved  back  to  Isle  of  Wight  County  where  he  grew 
up  on  the  farm.  In  1875,  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  John  left  the 
farm  to  go  to  Suffolk  Collegiate  Institute  in  preparation  for 
the  ministry.  He  received  his  higher  education  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  North  Carolina,  Chicago  University,  La  Grande 
University  and  Union  College,  and  at  Yale  University. 
Being  naturally  inclined  to  literature  and  art,  he  chose 
teaching  as  his  life’s  work.  He  taught  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  and  at  Antioch  College  in  Yellow  Springs, 
Ohio. 

Enrolled  at  Antioch  was  a  student  by  the  name  of  Pattie 
Beale  Long  who  was  destined  to  play  an  important  part  in 
his  life.  On  June  6,  1888  they  were  married  in  the  home 
of  the  President  of  Antioch  College,  Dr.  Daniel  Albright

Long,  who  performed  the  ceremony  as  the  uncle  of  the 
bride.  Pattie  Beale  Long  was  born  in  Graham,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  October  10,  1865,  the  daughter  of  John  Henry  Long 
and  Julia  Ann  Long.  With  the  passing  of  the  Reconstruc¬ 
tion  Act  by  Congress  in  1867,  and  North  Carolina  becoming 
a  "Military  District”,  the  Long  family  moved  to  Odessa, 
Missouri. 

After  their  wedding,  the  J.  U.  Newmans  returned  to 
the  bride’s  native  state  and  taught  in  the  Graham  Normal 
until  it  was  moved  to  Elon  College.  When  they  moved  to 
Elon  College  in  1890  they  had  one  child,  a  daughter  named 
Alma.  Two  years  later  a  second  child  was  born,  Lila  Clare, 
the  first  child  born  to  a  faculty  member  at  Elon  College.  On 
leave  from  Elon  College,  John  Urquhart  Newman  went  to 
Yale  on  a  teaching  fellowship  for  one  year.  Three  Doctoral 
Degrees  were  conferred  upon  him:  Doctor  of  Philosophy, 
Doctor  of  Literature  and  Doctor  of  Divinity.

On  his  74th  birthday  fate  was  unkind  to  the  Newmans. 
About  three  o’clock  Monday  afternoon,  January  29,  1934, 
the  home  that  Dr.  Newman  had  built  shortly  after  settling 
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in  Elon  College  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Many  of  his  valuable 
books,  and  likely  much  of  the  family  history  he  had  accumu¬ 
lated,  were  consumed  by  the  blaze.  He  insisted,  however, 
in  going  through  with  a  birthday  dinner  planned  in  his 
honor  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  E.  Smith,  the  President  of  the 
College.  A  new  home  was  soon  built  for  the  family. 

‘‘Dr.  Johnny”,  as  his  ministerial  students  affectionately 
spoke  of  him,  had  come  to  Elon  College  when  it  opened  its 
doors  in  September,  1890  and  did  excellent  work  preparing 
young  men  for  the  ministry  until  he  retired  on  his  fiftieth 
anniversary  in  1940. 

Soon  after  he  retired  fire  again  took  its  toll.  Standing 
before  an  open  fireplace  his  clothing  became  ignited,  and 
he  received  serious  burns.  Although  he  recovered  from 
the  burns,  he  became  ill  with  pneumonia,  and  was  never 
strong  again.  On  February  24,  1942,  he  passed  away  at  the 
age  of  82.  Pattie  Newman  lived  four  years  after  her  hus¬ 
band’s  death,  until  June  8,  1946.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Newman  are 
buried  in  Magnolia  Cemetery  in  Elon  College,  North  Caro¬ 
lina.

This  woman  lived  about  seventeen 
miles  away.  One  day  a  man  on  horseback  came  by  the 
friend’s  house  on  his  way  to  the  Newman  household.  She 
sent  the  following  message:  If  the  child  is  a  boy,  name  him 
Charles  Everard.  The  plodding  horseback  rider  listened  and 
went  off  with  the  message.  However,  the  name  "Everard” 
was  not  one  with  which  he  was  familiar.  He  was  far  more 
familiar  with  Everett’s  Bridge.  By  the  time  he  arrived  and 
delivered  the  message  it  was  "Charles  Everett”.  Hence 
the  official  name  given  was  Charles  Everett.

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CHAPTER  XIV 


LILLIAN  URQUHART  NEWMAN 


Lillian  Urquhart  Newman  (Lilly),  the  seventh  and 
last  child  of  John  Bridger  Newman  and  Hannah  Gross 
Urquhart  Newman  was  born  August  18,  1877  at  the  Miller 
Farm  about  a  mile  from  Oakland  Christian  Church.  The 
Isle  of  Wight  —  Nansemond  County  line  ran  through  the 
farm,  but  "Lilly”  was  born  on  the  Isle  of  Wight  side.  While 
still  an  infant  the  family  moved  to  the  grandmother’s  home 
known  as  "the  Griffin  Place”.  At  the  age  of  five,  the  family 
moved  to  the  farm  later  known  as  "the  old  Newman  Place”, 
now  owned  by  Mr.  L.  B.  Norris. 

From  the  age  of  six  to  sixteen  she  attended  Beechwood, 
a  public  school  near  the  home  place  which  had  an  excellent 
teacher.  From  the  age  eighteen  to  twenty,  she  attend¬ 
ed  the  Suffolk  Female  College,  a  Methodist  school  located 
in  Suffolk,  Virginia.  On  October  24,  1899  she  was  married 
to  Leon  Wesley  Stagg  who  was  born  February  28,  1874. 
This  ceremony  took  place  at  the  Newman  home  in  Isle  of 
Wight  County,  near  Everett’s  Bridge.  There  were  two 
children: 
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A.  Hannah  Frances  Stagg  born  July  31,  1900,  and 
died  September  20,  1901. 

B.  Leon  Wesley  Stagg,  Jr.,  born  July  9,  1907,  and 
died  October  23,  1912. 

"Uncle  Leon”  Stagg  was  always  respected,  loved  and 
popular,  especially  among  the  young  people  of  the  family. 
For  many  years  he  was  in  the  piano  business  in  Norfolk, 
Virginia,  operating  the  Stagg  Piano  Company.  They  offered 
to  Lottie  Heath  a  foster  home  in  her  youth,  and  "Miss 
Lottie”  has  lived  in  the  Stagg  home  since  that  time  and  has 
become  accepted  as  a  member  of  the  family.  Leon  Wesley 
Stagg  died  on  July  11,  1938. 
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CHAPTER  XV 


A  GOODLY  HERITAGE 


For  three  hundred  and  forty  years  the  Newmans  of 
Virginia  have  lived  along  the  shores  of  the  James  River, 
representing  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  the  state.  That 
succession  has  been  unbroken,  and  the  family  has  remained 
remarkably  close  to  the  plantation  near  Smithfield  where 
they  settled  upon  coming  to  the  new  country. 

From  the  first  and  second  generations  of  Newmans  in 
the  seventeenth  century  to  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  gener¬ 
ations  in  the  twentieth,  the  family  has  received  a  goodly 
heritage  to  be  measured  not  only  in  number  of  years  but 
also  in  quality  of  life.  From  the  very  beginning,  they  have 
applied  themselves  to  pursuits  which  have  been  honorable 
and  industrious,  and  have  exhibited  the  traits  of  strength  of 
moral  and  spiritual  character.  Each  generation  has  made  its 
intellectual  contribution  and  has  been  active  in  the  religious 
life  of  the  community  wherever  they  have  lived.  To  bear 
the  name  Newman  or  to  share  in  that  ancestral  line  is  indeed 
a  goodly  heritage. 

What  is  past  is  prologue.  In  our  goodly  heritage  a 
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firm  foundation  has  been  laid:  it  is  fitting  that  we  should 
build  well  upon  it.  For  three  and  a  half  centuries  the 
Newmans  of  Virginia  —  and  their  descendants  —  have 
built  a  tradition  of  honor  and  industry;  of  emphasis  on  the 
worthwhile  in  life,  the  intellectual  and  the  spiritual.  At  the 
time  of  the  writing  of  this  book,  there  are  153  direct  living 
descendants  of  John  Bridger  Newman  and  Hannah  Urqu- 
hart  Newman;  215  including  the  62  "in-laws”.  May  the  rich¬ 
ness  of  the  heritage  which  is  ours  be  to  us  a  constant  source 
of  gratitude  and  inspiration — and  to  the  generations  which 
are  to  come.
